Two dead, several hurt in 
California shootings 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - At 
least two people were killed 
and three injured Friday in a 
multiple shooting in Califor¬ 
nia, reports said, as a witness 
told how an armor-clad gun¬ 
man opened fire on a motorist 
at point blank range. 

Two bodies were found in¬ 
side a home which had appar¬ 
ently been set on fire by a man 
who began shooting at cars, 
the Los Angeles Times re¬ 
ported, as police said one sus¬ 


pect had been arrested but an¬ 
other may be on the loose 

Hie shootings, involving 
multiple crime scenes, oc¬ 
curred in Santa Monica, a few 
miles away from where Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama was at¬ 
tending a fundraiser. 

One detained suspect was 
held in the library of Santa 
Monica College, according to 
the Los Angeles Times, while 
live television showed police 
swarming into the area.

of Texas. 


The 35-year-old was ar¬ 
rested in Mount Pleasant, 
Texas and appeared before US 
M agi strste Ju dg e C aro hn e 
Craven in Texarkana.

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The Aruba Tourism Authority 
(ATA) in their latest bulletin 
reports a record breaking 
10.6% increase in tourist ar¬ 
rivals for the month of May 
2013 compared to that of M ay 
2012. In absolute figures tins 
is a difference of 6.954 visi¬ 


tors more compared to May 
oflastyear May 2012 figures 
were 55.792 and May 2013 
was 72.746 visitors The in¬ 
crease in visitors was prima¬ 
rily attributed to the US 
markets, Venezuela, Colom¬ 
bia, as well as from Brazil 


The Year-to-Date statistics 
show that from January 2012 
to May 2012, Aruba wel¬ 
comed a total of' 353 426 visi¬ 
tors, while from January 2013 
to May 2013 we welcomed 
383.411 tourists to the island 
Tins represents an increase of 
5.42% compared to last year.

Brazil security 
forces make* 
record drug 
seizure 

ERAS ILIA (AFP) - Brazil- 
ian security forces have 
made a record drug seizure 
and disrupted the produc¬ 
tion of 3G tons of cocaine in 
neighboring Peru during a 
massive 19-day border op¬ 
eration, authorities said Fri¬ 
day. 

The army and police op¬ 
eration netted 25 tons Df 
marijuana and b57 kilo¬ 
grams (1,45D pounds) cf co¬ 
caine and crack, the Defense 
Ministry announced, saying 
the seizure represents a "his¬ 
tone record" 

Coordinated with Peru 
and Colombia along the 
11,000 kilometer (6,SDG- 
mile) frontier, the operation 
disrupted smuggling and 
forced traffickers to aban¬ 
don production of some 3D 
tons of cocaine destined for 
southern Brazil, the United 
States and Europe, the min¬ 
istry said m a statement. 

The Amazon region’s 
military commander, Ed¬ 
uardo Villas Baas, said that 
along the border with Peru, 
coca planting occupied an 
area of 30,000 hectares 
(74,0 D Q acre s) and pro du ce d 
three harvests a year. 

11 With tin s op erati o n, 
they (traffickers) lost the 
harvest and stopped refining 
a third of the ICO tons they 
produce annually,' said Ser¬ 
gio Lucio Fontes, an Ama¬ 
zon federal police official. 

Some 33,000 soldiers 
took part in the operation, 
along with 1,1 DO govern¬ 
ment officials.

The union, which repre¬ 
sents some 500,000 journal¬ 
ists in more than 10 D 
countries, adopted an emer¬ 
gency motion at its interna¬ 
tional conference in Dublin 
deploring the "disproportion¬ 
ate use of force, the massive 
use of teai' gas (and) the use 
of armoured vehicles to 
smash the barricades". 

The IFJ said some of its 
members had faced "verbal 
intimidation" and their equip¬ 
ment had been damaged by 
protesters, with '"Turkish 
journalists working for media

Vaccine hopes for hand, foot, mouth 
disease 


PARIS (AFP) - Researchers in 
China said a trial vaccine pro¬ 
vided "significant" protection 
against a virus that can cause 
potentially deadly hand foot 
and mouth disease (HFMD) in 
children. 

In the final testing phase, 
the vaccine proved 90 percent 
effective, providing protection 
for at least 12 months against 
HFMD caused by the en¬ 
terovirus 71 (EV71), said a 
study published in The Lancet. 

Since it was discovered in 
1969, EV71 has caused major 
outbreaks of HFMD around 
the world, affecting mostly 
children and mainly in Asia 

HFMD caused by EV71 
has caused more than 2,000 
deaths out of about az million 
infections, mainly of children. 


in the past decade, said the 
study's authors 

It can also cause other, 
more severe diseases in young 
children, such as meningitis 
and encephalitis 

The candidate vaccine was 
tested in a trial with more than 
1 □,□£)□ healthy children from 
six to 35 months of age at four 
sites across China Half of the 
children were given the vac¬ 
cine and half a placebo. 

HFMD starts with fever, 
painful soresin the mouth, and 
a rash ofbbsteis on the hands, 
feet and buttocks, fallowed in 
some cases by more serious 
n eur ol o gi c al, c ar di o vas cul ar 
and breathing probl ems. 

Nat. to be confused with 
foot-and-mouth disease in cat¬ 
tle, sheep and pigs, HFMD is 


spread from person tD person 
through direct contact. 

No vaccine yet exists 
against the EV71 virus 

Hie study authors said there 
was no evidence their trial 
drug would work on coxsack¬ 
ievirus Aid -- a virus that often 
circulates with EV71 and is the 
main cause of HFMD, though 
m a milder form. 

In a comment published 
with the study. The Lancet de¬ 
scribed die results as a “notable 
advance" but said it was lim¬ 
ited m dealing exclusively with 
the C4 strain of EV71 winch is 
predominant in mainland 
China. 

It is thus not. known 
whether the trial vaccine 
would also work on regionally 
specific strains. 


US panel wants 
diabetes drug 
restrictions eased 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Inde¬ 
pendent experts urged US fed¬ 
eral regulators yesterday to 
reduce restrictions on Glaxo¬ 
SmithKline's controversial di¬ 
abetes ding Avandia, haimed in 
Europe over heart attack risk 
concerns. 

Thirteen members of the 26- 
member independent advisory 
panel convened by the Food 
and Drug Administration said 
strict US restrictions imposed 
m 2010 should be eased 

Seven experts voted to lift 
them entirely, five to keep 
them and one said Avandia 
should be taken off the market 

Other experts who voted 
similarly said a new analysis 
of clinical data was favorable 
for Avandia, although there is 
still uncertainty about whether 
the drug can raise the risk of a 
heart attack. 

The panel voted at the end 
of two days of meetings on a 
new review of the GSK trial 
called RECORD, which con¬ 
firmed the company's initial 
finding tli at Avandia does not 
raise cardiac risk more than 
other diabetes drugs. 

Tire British pharma giant 
GS K recently paid researchers 


at Duke University m North 
Carolina to carry out the new 
analysis of the data. 

The FDAis under no obliga¬ 
tion to follow the recommen¬ 
dations of expert panels, 
though it usually does 

Once a blockbuster drug for 
patients with type 2 diabetes, 
Avandia was approved in 1999 
and soared to sales of $3 bil¬ 
lion per year, but its use has 
declined dramatically in recent 
years. 

Other research lias pointed 
to a rise in heart attacks and 
strokes among patients using 
Avandia to control their bload 
sugar, and critics have alleged 
flaws m the RECORD trial, 
winch showed it was relatively 
safe 

Hie Avandia controversy 
erupted after a 2D07 study in 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine found that it raised 
the risk of heart attack by 43 
percent. 

In 2D 10, the FDA slapped 
tight restrictions on use of 
Avandia, following the recom¬ 
mendations of independent ex¬ 
perts who had concluded the 
drug significantly raised the 
risk of heart attacks.

White House 
denies spying on 
US citizens 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House denied spying on 
US citizens or people living in 
the United States, after revela¬ 
tions a f a vast Internet surveil¬ 
lance program. 

Hie Washington Post, and 
Entail's Guardian newspaper 
reported that the National Se¬ 
curity Agency (NSA) had 
tapped directly into the servers 
of Internet giants -- including 
Microsoft, Google, Facetook 
aid Apple -- to ohtan videos, 
photographs and emails 

Those reports cane on the 
heels of The Guardian reveal¬ 
ing a massive spy agency 
sweep of domestic phone 
records. 

But a senior Ghana admin¬ 
istration official said that the 
Foreign Intelligence Surveil¬ 
lance Court, the Executive 
Branch and Congress all have 
oversight over the Internet sur¬ 
veillance program 

"It involves extensive pro¬ 
cedures, specifically approved 
by the court, to ensure that 
only n on-US persons outside 
the US are targeted, aid that 
minimize the acquisition, re¬ 
tention aid dissemination of 
incidentally acquired informa¬ 
tion about US persons," the of¬ 
ficial added. 

And Congress recently 
reauthorized the program 
under S ection 703 of the For¬ 


eign Intelligence Surveillance 
Act "after extensive hearings 
aid debate," the official noted. 

The NSA program known 
as PRISM -- winch gave the 
intelligence community direct 
access to the servers of web ti¬ 
tans including Microsoft, 
Yahoo, Google, Fac ebook, 
Apple, PalTalk, AGL, Skype 
aid YouTube -- is expected to 
stoke enormous controversy. 

Reports said PRISM en¬ 
abled the NSA and FBI to 
track an individual’s Web 
presence via analysis of audio, 
video, photographs, emails 
and connection logs. 

Tie program was set up in 
3007 and has grown "expo¬ 
nentially " to the p oint where it 
is now the most prolific con¬ 
tributor to President Barack 
Obama's Daily Brief the US 
leader's top-secret daily intel¬ 
ligence briefing. 

Wlnie leaked information 
suggested the Internet firms 
were willing participants in 
the program, most denied any 
knowledge of it. 

Tie senior a dmini stration 
official offered a vigorous de¬ 
fense o f the pro gram, s aying i t 
provided among the most, im¬ 
portant and valuable intelli¬ 
gence information we collect, 
and is used to protect our na¬ 
tion from a wide variety of 
threats. 11

Chinese firm gets concession for 
Nicaragua canal 


MANAGUA (AFP) - 
Nicaraguan President Daniel 
Ortega said a concession to 
build an inter-oceanic canal 
across his Central American 
nation was awarded to an un¬ 
named Chinese consortium 
based in Hong Kong. 

A lawmaker said the water¬ 
way would cost 340 billion to 
build 

Ortega made the announce¬ 
ment late Wednesday at cere¬ 
monies welcoming new 
ambassadors from Brazil, 
C anad a, Swifz erf and, S au dt 
Arabia and Kuwait He en¬ 
couraged these countries to in¬ 
vest in the canal. 

Tie ambitious project, Or¬ 
tega said, includes a conven¬ 
tional canal, a "dry canal 11 --a 
rail line -- as well as two air¬ 
ports and an oil pipeline to 
move petroleum from the 
Caribbean to the Pacific. 

Work on the canal should 


begm in May 3014 after a fea¬ 
sibility study is completed, the 
president said. 

Ortega sent to the National 
Assembly a bill that would set 
the legal framework for build¬ 
ing the canal 

Opposition lawmaker 
Eli sea Nunez told reporters 
tire bill "would give a 100 year 
concession, like that given to 
the United States (to build and 
operate the Panama Canal), 
and that the Chinese were 
going to build the canal, winch 
would cast $40 billion." 

Oddly, Nicaragua and China 
do not have formal diplomatic 
relations because of Man¬ 
agua's ties with Taiwan. But 
Nicaragua and China maintain 
economic relations. 

In September 3013. Ortega 
said tliat the China-based HK- 
Nicaragua company would 
conduct the feasibility study to 
build die canal In the Wednes¬ 


day announcement he men¬ 
tioned no names, but did say 
die concession was given to a 
consortium based m Hong 
Kong and formed by Chinese 
companies. 

Plans to build a canal across 
Nicaragua date back many 
years, but were overtaken in 
1914 when th e 33 -kil om e t er 
(51-mile) Panama Canal was 
completed 

In recent years, however, 
Nicaraguan governments have 
revived die concept as a way to 
promote development m die 
poorest country in die Ameri¬ 
cas after Haiti 

When the Nad anal Assem¬ 
bly authorized building the 
canal in nnd-3013, it said the 
project would be operated as a 
joint pubhc/private partner¬ 
ship, with die state maintaining 
a 51 percent stake.

Overview of Aruba’s State 


of the Economy in 2012 


ORARIESTAD - During 
2012, the Aruban economy 
was impacted by the suspen¬ 
sion and ceasing of the oper¬ 
ations of the oil refinery A 
strong growth in tourism de¬ 
mand partly cushioned the 
output loss related to oil re¬ 
fining activities. However, 
the effects of the cessation of 
these activities were still 
major On balance, the CBA 
estimates that the economy in 
real terms contracted by 1.2 
percent The labor market 
was negatively affected as the 
unemployment rate rose from 
3.9 percent in 2011 to 9.6 
percent in 2012 due to direct 
and indirect job losses fal¬ 
lowing the da sure of the re¬ 
finery. The upbeat perfor¬ 
mance m tourism was mainly 
driven by the Venezuelan 
market (+ 21.5 percent), while 
the U.S. market stayed flat 
Cruise tourism had less fa¬ 
vorable results in 2012, reg¬ 
istering a decline of 2.9 
percent Average inflation in 
2012 decelerated from 4.4 
percent to only 0 6 percent, 
which was largely pushed 
down by significant reduc¬ 
tions in the water (as of Au¬ 
gust 2012) and electricity (as 
of Novemb er 2012) tariffs. 


YESTERDAY'S 
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Government finances re¬ 
mained on a fragile path, with 
the financial deficit (on a 
cash-adjusted basis as calcu¬ 
lated by the CBA) reaching 
Afl. 413.7 million in 2012 
(9.1 percent of GDP) Hie 
combination of fiscal deficit 
and economic contraction 
have contributed to a grow¬ 
ing debt burden, which at 
end-2012 stood at 67.3 per¬ 
cent of GDP. Talcing into ac¬ 
count the small size of the 
Aruban economy, additional 
short-term measures should 
be taken to curb the expan¬ 
sionary pace of government 
debt with the medium-term 
aim to stabilize it at more sus¬ 
tainable levels. 

The b al an c e o f p aym ents 
recorded a surplus m 2012. 
Tins was the result of a 
stronger drop in imports 
compared to exports related 
to the activities of the oil sec¬ 
tor, the further strengthening 
of the tourism sector, and the 
proceeds from a bond issue 
by the government on the in¬ 
ternational capital market. 
M e anwhil e, mo n etary an d 
prud enti al indi cat or s re- 
mamed adequate. 

Looking forward, the 
C BA pro] ects, b ased on cur¬ 
rently available information, 
the economy to grow in real 
terms by 2.6 percent in 2D 13, 
after aforementioned GDP 
contractionm 2Q12. Also, re¬ 
serves are expected to in¬ 
crease m 2013, supported by 
further gams in the tourism 
sector. In addition, the CBA 
expects deflationary pres¬ 
sures to persist, resulting in a 
1.5 percent deflation in 2D 13,

Higher 
medicine, 
food prices 
stoke Brazil 
inflation 

BRASILIA (AFP) - Con¬ 
sumer prices edged up 0 i 
percent in Brazil last month, 
fueled by higher medicine, 
clothing and housing prices, 
with 12-monthinflation at 6.5 
percent, the state statistics 
agency said yesterday 

The May increase, in line 
with market analysts' fore¬ 
casts, was lower than die 0.5 
percent recorded m April and 
the lowest since June 2012. 

The Brazilian Geography 
md Statistics Institute 
(IBGE) said medicine prices 
increased by 0.9 percent in 
May, clothing by 0.3 percent 
and housing by 0 7 percent 
Central Bank authorities 
want to bang inflation down 
to 4.5 percent tins year. 

Last month, the central 
bank raised its key interest 
rate by 0.50 points to S.D per¬ 
cent to control rising infla¬ 
tion, the second increase 
within weeks. 

In April, the bank's mone¬ 
tary policy committee pushed 
the rate up by 0.25 points to 
7.5 percent, the first increase 
since July 2011 

Experts were alarmed in 
March when it was confirmed 
that 12-month inflation 
reached 6.59 percent, above 
the official upper limit ofd.5 
percent 

In 2D 12, Brazilian con¬ 
sumer prices rose 5 § percent 
after a 6.5 percent hike the 
previous year, the highest 
level in seven years.

But instead Washington 
merely tweaked the regulation. 

"Despite consistent rulings 
by the Wo rid Trade Organiza¬ 
tion.. the US government con¬ 
tinues its unfair trade practices, 
which are severely damaging 
to Canadian industry and 
j obs, u Fast said m a statement. 

' We are prep aring to launch 
the next phase of the WTO dis¬

Trainer Tom Albertram 
made Ins intentions clear after 
Freedom Child drew the num¬ 
ber two post m the 14-horse 
field for the 1 1/2-mile race 
dubbed the Test of the Cham¬ 
pion 

" I don't know if he is a horse 
that wants to be behind horses 
b ecause lie's got a free running 


style," he said "He'll probably 
want to find himself clear 
going into the first turn.“ 

Freedom Child might have 
ended up in the Kentucky 
Derby, but his Wood Memorial 
m April was ruined by a start¬ 
ing-gate incident in which he 
got out of the gate so slowly 
that stewards declared him a 
non-runner, with all bets on 
him refunded 

Even so. Freedom Child got 
to within a few lengths of the 
lead before tiring badly. 

So he failed to make the 
Derby field and instead won 
die Peter Pan on the weekend 
between the Derby and Preak¬ 
ness 

Affirmed m I97S was the 
last horse to win US flat rac¬ 
ing's coveted treble of the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby, Preakness and 
Belmont. 


With a Triple Crown sweep 
again impossible attention has 
focused on whether Orb or 
Oxbow can make it two out of 
three. 

Orb, trained by Shu g Mc- 
Gaughey, drew the fifth post 
and was installed as the early 
3-1 favorite ahead of die Todd 
Pi etcher-trained Revolutionary 
-- third in die Derby -- and 
Oxbow. 

It will be the 21st time that 


the Derby and Preakness win¬ 
ners meet m the Belmont 
Derby winners have taken five 
such meetings with Preakness 
champions winning nine times 
and rivals taking the rest. 

In addition, die ram in the 
forecast means Orb's Derby 
win at muddy Churchill 
Downs takes on added signifi¬ 
cance -- but then so does Free¬ 
dom Child’s triumph over a 
sealed, sloppy Belmont track m 
the Peter Pan. 
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
